dra'vhpnds, brasses nnil other urtlclcs 
along tho right of way. but to bring 
them to tho roimlr yards. 


The mnetln« wns almost nt nn end 


when Superintendent French arrived. 
Ho spoke briefly nnd ninilo but pass- 
IIIK comment upon tho remarks that 
had preceded him. Mr. French want- 
ed particularly to Impress upon tho 
men tho necessity for 
co-oporutlou,

I tempt hurt been 
drinking nnd tho mipppHltlon N tli.a lie 
foil asleep on the truck Innt night nnd 
was not noticed before n (relent train 
cumo by. 
Houpt wan found shortly 


after midnight directly In front of the 
Somerset mutton, Ills body hi\d boon 
cut In two. Doth arms were severed 
nbov«; tho olbowi) nnd Ills head was 
bndly cut. Death wns instantaneous. 


"It you linvo n comnlalnl, take It to 


your Immediate superior. I am suro 
ho will sec tbnt It la ndjuatod proper- 
ly. It ho doesn't coma to me. I will 
see tbnt you nro Klven n f.ilr hearing 
nnd If you have been unjuutly treated, 
>ou will iccelvo tho proper redress," 
ho told tho men. 


Mr. French spoke In a general way 


regarding economy.

my In every respect nnd told them 
th:it oven the nuts nnd bolts should 
lx> wnlchoif ns closery n« tho lumps of 
co.il when the men had It; mind tho 
precepts taught them at tho mooting.

during th<> meeting. Homo of tho men 
had (mentions to auk nnd they wcro 
rtnswurod. At times \nrlous methods 
were discussed nnd debated. 


Tho last speaker was W. N. Schrlv- 


or, tho air brako Instructor. Ho gpoko 
particularly In regard to his depart- 
ment, whoro, ha said, n great saving 
could bo effected 
If the' nion gave 


clono attention to It. The meeting ml- 
Journcd with tho men Impressed by 
Iho dcslro ot the ofllctals to cut down 
operating expense* no fnr ax possible 
and evidently determined to co-opor- 
uto with them In that respect. 


It nns reported that tho meeting 


followed a suggestion from tho De- 
partment-of tho Interior to nil rail- 
roads regarding tho conservation o( 
coal. This could not be confirmed nt 
tho division omcon this morning. Chlot 
Clerk W. O. Scnoonover stated that 
tho meeting wns In line with the pol- 
icy of the railroad to reduce operat- 
ing expenses an much as possible and 
to abolish waste and extravagance In 
the uso of fuel nnd other material.

This pro- 
vision of the Arizona constitution. In
